URGED BY ROBINSON 


A heavy infestation of fUa hop- 


per and boll weevil Is confronting 
cotton farmers of the county, ac- 
cording to County Agent H. C. Rob- 
inson. He reports that many fields i 
of old cotton examined last week' 
showed a very large number of 
both Insects and that the situation 
seems to be about the same In »ll 
parta of the county. Prompt action 
In dusting with sulphur and cal- 
cium arscnate will reduce greatly 
the damage being done currently 
to the older cotton and will tend 
to llnilt propagation and latir In- 
festation of the large acreage of 
young cotton Just planted. 
Successful Methods. 


Proven methods of control have 
been developed 
and 
successfully 
used by many farmers. With the 
prevailing price for cotton, it seems 
this surely should be a time when 
the judicious use of a control pro- 
gram would pay any farmer who 
has the diistng equipment to apply 
control matreials, Robinson stated. 
For the flon hopper, dusting sul- 


phur is still the cheapest and a 
proven method of control. Apply 
12 to 18 pounds per acre at weekly 
intervals as long as fifteen flea 
•\ hoppers are found per one hundred 
'» terminal buds (plant tips) or when 


it is evident that small squares are 
blasted before they "set." Usually 
two or three applications will do 
thfi Job. 


For the boll weevil, calcium ar- 


senate dust at the rate of 5 to T 
pounds per application is recom- 
mended, as listed below: 


Early SCOTCH Folsonlnt;. 


Pre-square control: When weevils 
cause damage every year, early 
season poisoning—one 'or two appli- 
cations—is a good investment. The 
dust should be applied Just before 
the cotton starts squaring. It may 
be necessary to make a second ap- 
plication in five days. This allows 
nn early crop to "set" and saves 
more expensive late season control. 
Control after squares have form- 
ed:. Infestation counts should be 
made at weekly intervals after cot- 
ton begins squaring. A simple and 
accurate way to make such count 
is to walk diagonally across the 
field picking 100 squares—equally 
from the top, middle and lower 
limbs. 
If the field is extra large 
or conditions vary greatly within 
the field, It will probably be desir- 
able to take more than one sample 
of 100 squares. When 10 per cent 
of the squares are found to be 
"punctured" the calcium arsenate 
dust should be applied. If the in- 
festation Is heavy, if the cotton U 
growing "rank" of rich soil, or the 
season rainy, five or more applica- 
tions may be necessary. If the In- 
festation la light, three applications 
»t five day intervals should control 
the weevils. 
Sometimes as few 
as two application will do the Job. 
Application of the poison at five 
day Intervals Is highly important 
to assure 
control. 


Where both flea hopper and boll 
weevil are present In 
injurious 
numbers, a combination Bust 
is 
recommended. Use a mixture of 1-1 
calcium and 2-3 sulphur—at five 
day Intervals—at the rate of 12 to 
IS pounds per acre.

CONGRESS IS WARNED 
AGAINST MORE CUTS 
IN GENERAL TAXES 


WASHINGTON, 
June 17—(&)— 


The federal reserve board advised 
congress today against any further 
general tax cuts for the present. 


At 
the same time it counseled 


"prudent economy" In government 
operations to create—with present 
high 
tax receipts—a continuing 


surplus to pay off federal debt as 
an anti-Inflationary step. 


The board, In its annual report 


to congress, also opposed Increas- 
ing the Interest rate on government 
borrowings. Noting that Interest 
on the national debt will reach $5,- 
000,000,000 for the fiscal year start- 
ing July 1, the report said interest 
"has become the 
largest 
single 


Hem in the budget aside from ex- 
penditures for national 
defense, 


Bnd exceeds by $800,000,000 estimat- 
ed expenditures for veterans' pen- 
sions and benefits for the fiscal 
year 1947." 


Holding of interest rates at pres- 


ent levels was advocated also 
as 


a 
discouragement against banks 


Increasing thefr holdings of govern- 
ment securities. 


The board 
expressed 
concern 


over the inflationary possibilities 
of expanded bank credit and sug- 
gested that congress authorize it 
to put a limit on the amount of 
long-term marketable 
securities, 


both public and private, that any 
commercial bank n ay hold against 
Its cet demand deposits. 


It also sugegsted that It be au- 


thorized to require banks to hold 
a percentage of short-term govern- 
ment securities as secondary 
re- 


serves, and to raise reaarve require- 
ments further against the demand 
deposits.
